THE TERRITORIAL QUESTION. 

This was one of the liveliest day$ that has 
been seen in the house during the present 
session. It grew out of the contest on the ter- 
ritorial bills, which were the senate bill pro- 
viding for the admission of South Dakota, and 
the Springer omnibus bill for the admission of 
the two Dakotas, Montana, Washington and 
New Mexico. Mr. Burrows (Mich.) was 
the leader of the opposition to the 
proposition of allowing the omnibus bill to be 
offered as a substitute to the senate bill. He 
made a point of order against it, and argued 
upon it for aboutan hour. It is supposed that 
he took this opportuuity to make the greatest 
effort of hislife for the express purpose of 
adding to his candidacy forthe speakership. In 
this, however, he suffered the same fate as 
had befallen both Cannon and Reed last week, 
when the repulaicans refused to be guided by 
their leadership. Mr. Burrows today saw, 
shortly after he had finished his speech, that 
his own party would not support him on his 

oint of order, whereupon he withdrew it. 

‘his is taken to mean that the Michigan 
statesman has banked his ball outside the 
string, and has gone down in the speakership 
race. The only one left who has not injured 
himself is the young Napoleon, McKinley, who 
has shown wisdom in laying low and keeping 
silent.

After 
order had been restored, the house adjourned, 
and the battle for the territories wul be re- 
sumed in the morning. It is .not improbable 
that Mr. Springer will, if fair treatment is not 
accorded him, move to recommit the bills to 
to the committee and there the matter will end 
eo far as this session of congress is concerned. 

THE COWLES BILL. 

The committee on appropriations, in defer- 
ence to the wishes of Mr. Landall, have de- 
cided to wait four or five days before reporting 
the Cowles bill to repeal the tobacco tax back 
to the house, in order to give the ways and 
means committee an opportunity to report a 
Similar billnow pending in that committee. 
But the ways and means men say they lave 
no idea of doing this. Theirobject is under- 
stood to be to get the speaker, when the bill 
is roported from the appropriations committee, 


to rule that it is not privileged matter, being 


other thana bill appropriating money, and 
thereby make the bill take its place at the 
foot of the calendar, where there can 
be no possible chance of its being 
taken up this session. This is the only 
resort Jieft to the ways and means men to hold 
their power. It would not bea violation of 
the rules of the house for the speaker to rule 
as they wish, but as it is evidently the wish oi 
the house that this bill pass atthe present 
session, it is doubtful if Mr. Carlisle would 
antagonise the majority. A canvass of the 
house today developed the fact that exceed- 
ing forty democrats were opposed to the action 
of the ways and means committee, and would 
vote for the Cowles bill when an opportunity 
presents. The republicans will vote almost 
solidly for it.

THE TERRITORIAL BILL. 


The Hiouse Spendsthe Day in Considering It 
Without Action. 

WASHINGTON, January 17.--The house was 
informed that Governor Hovey’s resignation 
as arepresentative had been received at In- 
dianapolis and accepted. 

A cominittee was appointed to investigate 
and purchase real estate by the Commissioners 
of the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Stockdale, of Mississippi, rising to a 
question of privilege, sent to the clerk’s desk 
and had read a Washington dispatch ina New 
York paper stating that he acted against the 
Mckay billin the committee on war claims, 
pecause McKay in the recent presidential cam- 
paign had been guilty of pernicious activity. 
He said it was admitted that the bill couid not 
pass the house over the president’s veto, and 
an attempt to do so seemed to him to be an at- 
tempt to get a number of government officials 
to aid a citizen in criticising the president. 


jlo did not wish to be put in that agtitude and 


consequently had: opposed the bill. 

Consideration of the territorial bill was re- 
sumed and speeches were made in turn by the 
advocates of every proposition which has been 
brought forward, 

Mr, McDonald, of Minnesota, favored the 
omnibus bill and the division of Dakota. 

Mr. Adams, of Lllinois, characterized the 
omnibus bill as a transparent subterfuge and 
favored the division of Dakota. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, favored the admis- 
sion of Dakota at once and the house could 
then eonsider the cases of other territories. 

Mr. Symes, of Colorado, characierized the 
omnibus billas a remarkable bill with a re- 
markable author, and he favored the imme- 
diate admission of South Dakota. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, protested against the 
svstem of **bunching”’ territories. ; 

"Mr. Warner, of Missouri, spoke in favor of 
the immediate admission of South Dakota and 
against that of New Mexico. 

“The senate bill was read by scctions for 
amendment. ‘The amendments were adopted 
increasing to 120,000 acres grant of land to the 
agricultural college in South Dakota, provid- 
ing that the price of school lands shall be £10 
per acre; fixing April Sth asthe date for thre 
election to decide the question of accepting the 
boundaries fixed for the new state and the 
election of state officers and two members of 
congress. 

The reading of the bill having been coim- 
pleted, Mr. Springer moved to strike out all 
after the enacting clause and to substitute the 
omnibus bill. 

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, raised a point 
of Order against the substitute. He rested his 
point upen rule 16, which says that no motion 
or proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of the amendment. It was true that 
the order under which the house was acting 
provided that house bili 8,466 might be offered 
as a substitute for the senate bill» But a sub- 
stitute now offered was not house Dill 8,466, 
but was the caucus proposition differing from 
that bill onevery page. 

The speaker sustained the point of order and 
ruled the substitute out. 

Mr, Springer then moved to strike out the 
ehacting clause, and insert house bill 8.466 
with certain amendments. 

The speaker ruledthat this was not in order. 
Alithe gentleman had the right to do was to 
offer as a substitute house bill 8,466. 

Mr. Springer thereupon otfered that bill as a 
substitute. 

Mr. Burrowsraised,a point of order against it. 
The speaker did not rule upon Mr. Burrows’s 
point, but submitted the question to the house 
for its devision: “Shall the proposed substi- 
tute -bo entertained and considered by the 
house ?”’ 

Some discussion followed as to what was in- 
tended by the order under which the house 
was proceeding. 

Mr. Burrows said that as there was a mis- 
understanding as to its effect, he would with- 

raw his point of order. 

House bill No, 5,406 was 
substitute. 

Mr. Springer then asked unanimous consent 
that the previous substitute oficred by him 
(one providing for the division of Dakota) be 
considered in its stead. “ 

The speaker pro tem (Mr, Cox) submitted 
the request and there beimg no objection, so 
stated. 

Subsequently a question arose as to whether 
this consent had been granted, but no record 
of the transaction appeared in the official re- 
porter’s notes, 

Much confusion ensued, but finally consent 
was again given. 

Mr. MacDonald of Minnesota then offered 
his substitute for Mr. Springer’s proposition. 
[This substitute embodied the principal fea- 
tures of the omnibus bill, except that it pro- 
vides for the immediate admission of South 
Dakota. | 

Pending its reading the house at 5 o’clock 
adjourned.

INDIANAPOLIS, January 17.--General Harri- 
son had an unusually large number of callers 
today, both from outof town and at Home. 
Colonel R. D. Locke, of Macon, Ga., arrived 
this evening, and will be joined tonight by 
ColonelL.A. E. Buck, of Atlanta, and Dr. C. W. 
Arnold, of Albany, Ga. All are prominent 
republicans in their section. They @ill confer 
with General Harrison tomorrow on southern 
politics. Colonel Buck has been frequently 
mentioned asa cabinet aspirant, but his friends 
say that he isin no sense a candidate; that if 
he were he would not come here. 

Goneral Hgrrison’s mail seems to steadily 
increase the nearer the fourth of March ap- 
proaches. Calendars by ihe score have arrived 
from all parts of the country, but the bulk of 
his mail consists of applications for office. At 
first the indorsements and applications were 
confined to the cabinet places and 
higher grades of ofiices, but now he is being 
flooded with hundreds of letters, asking for 
petty clerkships, and is even petitioned for 
places as watchmen. Jor the benefit of those 
making or about to make applications, it 
might be of interest tc state that these peti- 
tions are premature. General Harrison has 
no time to peruse them, and probably not one 
in a@-hundred will reach his eye.. They 
AY imply indorsed and filed away 
for referenee when the general gets settled 
down at§Washington, and reaches the respec- 
tive cases, Not one of them will be passed 
upon prior to inauguration, and as the early 
applicant acquires no advantage over the last 
by reason of his being on hand first, it would 
be a convenience and relief to the president- 
elect and his secretary if the applicants for 
office restrained themselyes until the new ad- 
ministration takes the reins of government.

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FOVERNOR FOW LE INAUGURATED. 

An Imposing Ceremony Assures Him of His 
Election. 

Raveiau, N. C., January 17.—[Special. |— 
North Carolina today Inaugurated the new 
governor in the person of Daniel G. Fowle. 
No inauguration in many years has attracted 
vider public attention, and people were here 
from all parts of the state. The weather this 
morning was very unfavorable. The rain had 
fallen for many hours. The temperature was 
réinarkably high for this season. The result 
of these drawbacks was that the attendance 
was nota fifth what it would have been with 
fayorable weather. Tor the first time in this 
state, there was a propor plan of inauguration, 
The governor was made the central figure in 
the ceremony. The tnauguration ceremonies 
began at 10 o’clock in the hall of the house 
of representatives, where the legislature 
assembled in joint session. Licutenant- 
Governor Stedman presided. Associate Jus- 
tice Merryman, of the supreme court, adiminis- 
tered the oaths of gfiice to Theodore I’. David- 
son, attorney general; 5S. M. Fingir, superin- 
tendent of public instruction; Donald W. 
Bain, treasurer; George W. Southerlin, audl- 
tor: Thos. M. Soll, lieutenant governor. Wil- 
liam L. Saunders, secretary of state, was too 
ill to be present, and was sworn in his room. 
Governor-elect’ Fowle was escorted to the 
capitol, and the procession was made up at 
the executive office, Governor Alfred M. 
Scales taking the arm of his successor in 
oltice. Both houses of the legislature also 
formed a procession and marched to Stronach’s 
tobacco warehouse where, on account of the 
rain, it Was found necessary to 
hold the inauguration of the governor. 
The executive party also proceeded there, and 
escorted by the state military, under comnmand 
of Colone! Francis H. Cameron, On the 
arrival] at the warehouse, which was brilliantly 
decorated with national flags, the governor 
and the governor-elect took seats. Minister 
and Mrs. Jarvis, and Senator Ransom, with 
allof the state officers and many prominent 
people, were alsoon the pviatform. The legis- 
lature, which was seated in front of the plat- 
form, Was again called to order. Governor 
Scales presented Governor-elect Fowle to 
Chief Justice Smith, and the latter adminis- 
tered the oaths of oftice, which are three in 
number. After signing his name to these 
oaths in the presence of the legislature 
and of 3,000 other spectators, Governor Fowle, 
without further preliminary, began his in- 
augural address, which was of unusual brevity 
and was heartily applauded. At the conclu- 
sion of the address, the governor held a_ brief 
public reception, and was then driven, with 
his predecessor, to the executive office, where 
a reception in honor of the military was held. 
Tonight the governor held a formal reception, 
and there Was a-grand bail in his honor,

GENERAL MAHCN!! IN CHARLESTON, 


The General Would Like to Be Harrison’s 
Postmaster-General. 

CHarveston, 8. C., January 17,—[Special. ] 
General William Mahone passed through the 
city today on his way north from Florida, and 
was of course interviewed. He arrived at 
2 o’clock this morning and left at 4:50 p. m. 
During his entire stay he saw only two persons 
besides the reporters. Ex-Postmaster Tuft 
was one, and E, N. Thurston, who was ord- 
naneec otticer under Mahone in the late war, 
was the other. The last conference was long, 
and evidently interesting. To the reporter 
Mahone said his principal reason for stopping 
over in Charlesion was to see Fort Sumter. 
He was asked whether he had had any inti- 
mation from President-elect Harrison that he 
would be asked to accepta place in the incom- 
ing cabinet. 

‘“None,’’ wasthe reply. ‘I’ve received pnu- 
merous letters from people all over the coun- 
try suggesting that I should. prospeet in that 
direction, but while I have been compliment- 
ed by such kindly consideration of my 
friends I have simply remained passive.” 

“Would you accept a portfolio?” 

Yes, if I was sure it would be’congenial to 
me.”’ 

Mahone, when asked what position he 
would prefer in Harrison’s cabinet, replied 
that his preferences lay in the _ di- 
rection of the postoffice, ‘‘because,”’ he 
said, “it will be better than any other, 
[It would put meina position to look after mat- 
ters affecting the southern people, and enable 
me to illustrate my concern in southern affairs. 
I could, in conducting the postofiice, make 
many provisions for our people [which could 
not be afforéed me, as directly, in any other 
place ; that is, according to my idea of cabinet 
life, which is no sinecure, I assure you,” 

Regarding Blaine, Mfhone said he didn’t 
think that he (Blaine) would get a port folio. 
Blaine’s friends, he said, wanted to get him on 
the cabinet for their own purposes. ‘It is not 
Biaine so much as it is a representation of 
their interest they seek. Blaine is only 
strong with the monopolists, and I don’t think 
his friends will have much of a showing with 
liarrison.’’ Mahone said that he would accept 
the postoflice if Harrison offered it to him, be- 
cause he believed the acceptance of it would 
benefit the south. He thought Cleveland was 
defeated because the sentiment of the country 
was in favor of protection as against tree trade.

Business Demoralized in Denver Cywer Its

from the smallpox scourge in Denver, arrived 
in the city tonight, en route cast. They report 
that business is very much demoralized, and 
that people are getting out of the city by every 
train. They say that from the best authority 
they could obtain there ara 750 cases of the 
disease in different stages now in that city, 
and that fully 700 of them are in tle pest- 
house. 

Very little or no attenticn has been paid to 


quarantine and in many residences where cases. 


exist there are no placards to denote its pres- 
ence. The newspapers ofthe city have re- 
frained from making mention of the scourge 
and hundredsof people are daily thrown in 
contact with it through ignorance. Within 
the last two orthree weeks a number of peo- 
ple afflicted with the disease haye left Denver 
and stopped in different towns in Kansas, 
Even cases were taken to Oberlin, Kan., and 
were there iselated to preyent the spread of 
the disease. Two cases were sent to Kansas 
City and were at once taken in charge by the 
health authorities.

Their demands, in substance, 
are there isbe one uniform Inspection for all 
warehouses here ; that the date 
of sampling ancl the name of 
shippers be plaeed on the tags of samples; that 
warehouse men be responsible in case the to- 
bacco is not so good as the samples, and that 
there be no bidding by wareliouse menor their 
employes. The warehouse men replied at 10 
o'clock today that they would not agree to 
these terms. Representatives of Liggett & 
Meyer, of St. Louis, and Lorillard, of New 
York, and a few others, have not been at the 
auctions today or yesterday. It is said that 
these great manufacturers wish by their com- 
binations to control this and other markets in 
the country. .

Claimed by a Negro Woman Who Wasa Fils

RicuMonp, Va., January 17,—The death re- 
cently of Mr. W. A. Thomas, a wealthy re- 
tired merchant, without a will, has bronght 
out an interesting story, and will certaluly 
cause a big law suit. 

Thomas, who was cennected with some of 
the best people of Piedmont, Va., left at his 
death an estate valued at a quarter of a mill- 
ion. He was not married, but had lived for 
years with a colored woman, who had been his 
cook. By this woman Thomas had several 
children. One of these is now grown and 
married to a well-to-do colored druggist here. 
The woman claims that some time before his 
death, in the presence of witnesses, he gave 
her the key to the box in the bank containing 
nearly $200,000, saying this was all for her, 
The woman also claims that about the same 
time Mr. Thomas provided her with the book 
of a bank where he had about $18,000, telling 
herthat his money was for her and her chil- 
dren, 

Thomas left a brother and severa) nephews, 
who claim their relative’s property, and have 
employed the best of counsel to represent them 
before the courts. 

The case promises to proye one of the most 
interesting of the kind that has come up in the 
courts here since the George snit, in which a 
colored woman of Philadelphia set up a claim 
to a large estate of a well known citizen here. 


DELANEY’S STATEMENT, 


He Porsistein Saving That He Saw Bourke 
Pointed Out for Assassination. 

LONDON, January 17.--The cross examinas 
tion of Patrick Delaney was resumed before 
the Parnell commission teday. The witness 
persisted in declaring that he saw LELoyton 
point out to Invincible Brady, chairman of the 
prison board, Bourke for assassination. On 
cross examination by Michael Dafitt. Delaney 
said he was positive that he had often seen 
Mr. Davitt in company with Dan Curley, al- 
though he could not fix the dates. 

Re-examined with reference to the funds of 
the Fenians he stated that until 1879 the party 
was without money other than a few pence 
woekly subseribed by members. Some pawned 
their watche s to send delegates to America. 
Carey, after the invincibles were organized 
obtained funds from the league and started 
business as a contractor. 

Being shown the photograph of a manin 
uniform, witness declared that it was Invinci- 
ble Noel. At the close of the examination, 
Justice Hannen decided that Delaney be held 
in ceuttody in London, in case he should be 
wanted again. 

Attorney General Webster then read the cor- 
respondence between Matt Harris and Michael 
Davitt with reference to land agitation. The 
only letter that attracted interest was one from 
Davitt to Harris, written in New York, in 
which Davitt said:

Justice Hannen asked if the letters of Mr.-

Attorney-General Webster refused to be 
pinned to a definite time for the production of 
the letters. Justice Hannan then expressed 
an opinion that both sides should show letters 
in their possession intended to be used for 
comparison. 
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MURDERING THE MISSIONARIES, 
Arabs Make a Descent Upon a German Sta- 
tion in Africa. 


ZANZIBAR, January 17.—The Arabs de. 
stroyed a German missionary stationin Tugu, 
fifteen miles west of Dar es Salem. A major- 
ity of the slaves captured by the German man- 
of-war Leipzig, were lodged at the station. 
One missionary succeeded in escaping from the 
A:iabs, but eight others were massacred. 
Three bedies, one of them that of a woman, 
were found mutilated in a barbarous manner. 
The Arabs carried off the servants and slaves 
at the station. French missionary stations, 
especially those situated near Tugu, are in 
imminent danger. The Arabs, who are now 
joining in the slave trade, came principally 
from Kilwa and Lindia and are richer and 
more influential than Bushiri, and are likely 
to overshadow him. These accessions to the 
slave traders will have the effect of reinvigera- 
ting the revolt, which would have died ont if 
the Germans had not retained Boyamoys and

STANLEY’S WHEREABOUTS, 


The Story of His Probable Wanderings in 
Africa. 

Lonpon, January 17.—Sir Francis DeWin- 
tonis of the opinion th# Stanley —- 
Emin in November, and that his journey Trom 
Emin’s headquarters to the east coast would 
occupy from six to ten months. Sir Francis 
has received. a letter. from Sir Parminter, 
dated Kinchassa, on Stanley pool, November 
30, reporting the arrival there of Lieu- 
tenan Baert, Tippoo Tib’s secretary, on 
beard the steamer Stanley, en route for 
Leopoldville. Baert was suffering from dys 
entery. He said that Stauley retutned at the 
end of August to the camp where Bartlelot 
was murdered, and found the remainder of 
Jameson’s detachment in charge of Bonny. 
Stanley wrote Tippoo tocomeand see him, the 
distance being twelve days’ hard marching. 
Tippoo did not arrive, and Stanley proceeded 
to Wadelai with Bonny’s detachment. Baert 
confirms the news contained in Stanley’s 
letter, adding that Stanley said that 
Tippoo would not see him again, so Stanley 
evidently did not intend to return the same 
way. Baert further says that Stapgley wrote 
to nobody excepting Tippoo, and sent no let- 
ters home. Stanley had not heard of the 
death of Jameson. Baert positively denies the 
rumors spread by the Assyrian interpeter with 
reference to Jameson. 
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RESIGNING THEIR PLACES 


Because of the Publication of the Geffcken 
Indictment. 

BERLIN, January 17.—Dr. Friedberg has re- 
signed the.oftice of Prussian ministor of justice 
in consequence of the publication in the Reich- 
sanzeiger yesterday of the indictment against 
Professor Geffcken.

FRANCE’S BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


It Passes the Senate—Boulanger’s Canvass— 
Other Notes. 

Paris, January 17.—The bankruptcy Dill 
passed the senate today. The measure has 
especial interest at the present time, because 
it enables the Panama Canal company to con- 
vert the old organization into a new concern. 

M. Reinach, editor of the Republique Fran- 
cais,in anarticle published in that paper, 
states that a number of prominent Orleanists 
recently told the Duc D’Aumale that it would 
be to the party’s interest to support Boulanger 
in the pending election in the dopartment of 
Seine for member of tho chamber of deputies. 
The duke, the paper says, replied that he did 
not know whether such support would be to 
the party’s interest, but he was sure it would 
not be to its credit. 


Clemency for the Exiled Duke, 

PARIS. June i7.—It is reported that a decree 
abrogating the decree of exile against Duc 
DD’ Aumale awaits President Carnot’s signature, 
and that if Boulanger is defeated in the com- 
ing election the decree will be published in 
the Journal Ofticialon the 28ih instant, in 
order to avoid suspicion that the act is an elec- 
tion maneuver. 

The Bangue Parisienne has assumed the en- 
tire cost of the issue and constitution of the 
Panama Canal company, but it stipulstes that 
after the opening of the canal it shall receivo 
annually one per cent ofthe net profits. No 
doubt is entertained that the meeting to be 
held on the 26th inst. will approve the scheme. 
If 300,001 proxies are obtained the company 
will be judicially wound up.

The German 
Haman scems to gibbet his Mordecai by publishing 
the indictment, the only result being to justify 
Geffcken in the eyes of the world. 
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Geffcken’s Breach of Confidence. 

BERLIN, January 17,—The liberal press 
unanimously admit that Professor Geffcken 
was guilty of a grievous breach ofconfidence in 
publishing his extracts from the late emperor’s 
diary, knowirfy that the empress would refuse 
to sanction such a course if she had been asked 
todoso. The statement that Emperor Freder- 
ick’s proclamation was prepared in 1885, also 
creates 2 bad impression. The result is that 
journals on both sides endeavor to disclaim 
Gelicken’s course. 

Dy: a‘nite Outrages in Spain. 

MApDRID, January 17.—A dynamite cartridge 
was exploded to-day in the house of the largest 
weaver in Barcelona. The house was com- 
pletely wrecked. The only person injured was 
a servant, whose leg was shattered. The out- 
rage is connected with a series of similar 
crimes recently committed in Madrid. Several 
persons have been arrested here on suspicion, 
add documents found in their possession have 
given the police a clue to the perpetrators of 
the outrages.

votesin ithe south, That publication in the Press 
has attracted wide attention and discussion, and it 
has been asserted by free trade, mugwump and 
democratic authority that Governor Bu 
gesiion was not practical. 

In response to a request for a fuller statement of 
his Idea on this subject Governor Bnilock said: 
“The sections of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments which confer power on congress to 
enforee them by appropriate legislation cate 
operative only when the rights and privileges 
therein conferred upon eltize ns are dente ’ or 
abriiged by the action ofa state. As all the states 
have incorporated these amendments in their own 
constitutions, there is no such denial or abridgment 
by a state as to autMorize federal lecisiation for en- 
forcement, or to apply the penalty, Representation 
in congress cannot be reduced in the states except 
in the proportion that certain persous are denied by 
those states the right to yote., 

‘The fed: ral constitution specially provides that 
each state shall reguinte the choice of presidential 
electors, and fix ‘the times, pla ces and manner .of 
holding elections-for senators and representatives.’ 
it seems to have been clearly intended by the fram 
era of the consiitution to pre eerve and utilize the 
autonomy ofthe statesin inaintaining the union, 
and it there is no presen ‘ tact tomake operative 
the war amendment tothe con:titution, then there 
can be ne reduetion of ne niuher of represente- 
tives. And the question Is: What-shall a republican 
congress do? The only condition in the south which 
differs from that of the e otiier sections isthe small 
number of yotes castin some of our congressional 
elcciions. 

‘The constitution provides that each house shall 
be the judge of the eleetions, returns aud qualitica- 
tions of its own meniners. Under this con ututional ] 
authority gr: mates to congress the house now has a 
rule to: aid i in forming its judg mentof e! siday es.

1amed here is only suggestive. The proper percent- 
age to br fixed can be easily ascertan 1ed by expe- 
rienca where there are ‘full votes and fair counts. 

‘Jt is urged, in opposition, that there is noa 
thority for this because the house has no such rt ule, 
But the authority of the house to make this rule can- 
not be successfully disputed. In fact, when a. full 
yote is not cattiu @ congressional district, itis the 
very highest duty of the house to preserve its own 
representative coudition, by seeing to it that only 
members are seated who are the choice of a full ve te 
in their districts. Let each case and district stand 
by itself, so thas ‘OngTess can exercise its constiiu- 
tional power to ‘judge’ by the legal action of dele- 
gates who are in fact the chosen represe Dtatives of 
their people. This rule should, of course, be gen- 

ral in its application, and would, in my opinion, 
secure a full vote in every district. 

‘The complaint against my section is two-fold.

Governor Bullock’s Plan, 

We print elsewhere a communication 
from Governor Bullock, and, at his request, 
give place tothe report of his interview 
with a representative of the New York Press. 
He endeavors to fortify his position by re- 
ferring (1) to the fact that his proposed 
plan of compelling a full vote will apply to 
all sections of the country, and (2) that the 
same plan was followed by the republicans 
d@uring the reconstruction period. 

To what we have already said may be 
added the & general law 
passed by congress must necessarily be gen- 
eral in its operations, but this fact does not 
Justify the adoption of a law which antago- 
nizes our institutions 

a plan providing for compulsory suffrage. 
Such a law might be intended to apply to 
the north as wellasto the south, and yet 
there is no part of the north where the 
yoters of one party, by refusing to organize 

nd exercise their political rights, permit 
the voters of the other party to hold a merely 
forma! election. The situation as it exists 
cannot be met by legislation; it can only be 
met by political education; and _ political 
education of this sort can be effectual only 
when the voter has been brought to realize 
the responsibilities of citizenship that have 
been conferred on him. 

As tothe plan of voting authorized by 
congress during the dark days of reconstruc- 
tion, the least said about it the better. It 
will not bear discussion. It has all been 
disposed of. The plan was abnormal and 
fraudulent, and it has disappeared; and the 
Gisgrace of it has well-nigh been forgotten. 

There is but one remedy for the small 
vote in some of the congressional districts 
of the south, and Governor Bullock has 
made it clear in some of his previous inter- 
views and communications, That ‘remedy 
is for the republican leaders to organize their 
party in the south, make nominations and 
leave the rest to the god of politics, so to

The Melon Business. 

We printed yesterday the proceedings of 
the melon growers’ convention held in 
Albany. ‘The report shows that the whole 
trouble is with the transportation com- 
panies, the managers of which have shown 
and still continue to show a negligence that 
is not only astonishing, but inexcusable. 
They have it in their power to develop tin 
Georgia an industry that will pay them mil- 
lions in freights, and they not only neglect 
the opportunity, but turn a cold shoulder to 
the melon-growers who go to them for ad- 
vice and assistance. Here we sce the old- 
time Wadley policy of the Central railroad 
applied by all the railroads to a young but 
promising industry. 

To say that the Wadley policy is a deadly 
one so far asthe development of the state 
is concerned is to draw it very mildly in- 
deed. Fortunately, that policy has been 
entirely changed with respect to the general 
management of the railroads of Georgia, 
but, with singular lack of business foresight, 
it is still applied to the melon industry. 

Our readers are already familiar with the 
situation, Last year the meion-growers 
were robbed right and left by the railroads, 
and a seemingly deliberate effort was made 
to crush out the industry. The idea of the 
railroad management seemed to be that they 
ought to convey into their several treasuries 
all the profits of the crop, besides charging 
the growers double rates for handling, and 
they acted up tothis idea with a unanimity 
that has no parallel in railway management 
in this country. 

It is wonderful that after being robbed by 
the railroads and the commission men, the 
melon-growers should look with hope to the 
future. Their convention shows that they 
are anxious to make the melon industry a 
permanent one, and, as a part of the people 
of Georgia, they certainly are not asking too 
much when they beg the transportation 
companies to aiford them freight facilities 
and give them a fair showing at the north- 
ern markets, where the demand for melons 
is practically unlimited.

Colonel Buck read it, and at 11:15 Wednes- 
day night he took a north-bound Western and 
Atlantic train, his destination being Indiane 
apolis. 

The facts of his departure and his destina- 
tion leaked out yesterday morning and there 
was something of a sensation in those circles 
where it was known. 

“Yes, sir; Colonel Buck left last night for 
Indianapolis,’’ said one of the colonel’s friends 
yesterday. His remark attracted the attention 
of the little crowd about him. 

‘‘What is his object ?’’ asked a CONSTI1 UTION 
reporter. 

‘‘Well, he is going to have a little talk with 
General Ilarrison,’’ was the reply. 

“Did he go uninvited 2?” 

“Certainly not. General Harrison wrote to 
him, asking him tocomeon. I saw Colonel 
Buck last night, just before he left,and he 
read a portion of the lettertome. The gen- 
eral said, in substance, that Colonel Buck had 
been so highly spoken of by leading repnblie 
cans and prominent southerners that he desired 
to talk over the southern situation with him.”

That is a pretty solid body of financiers. 

That committec met yesterday morning in 
the mayor’s office, and Mr. Inman presided. 
The object of the session was the apportion- 
ment of the money the city has to expend 
@very year. As every one knows, the 
city confines its expenditures every year 
to the receipts, less the sum the charter re- 
quires it to put aside for interest and sinking 
fund. The amount to be« xpended must then 
be divided among the various departments, 
Salaries of o‘tice, police, sanitary, streets, sew- 
ers, fire departments, street lights, public 
buildings and grounds, public schools, relief, 
and soforth. Each gets a sum. 

Those sums are set by the finance committee 
atameeting in January, and that meeting 
must be before the third Monday in the month, 
which is the second meeting of the general 
council in the year. When the 
work is snbmitted to the general 
council it is called an approximated apportion- 
ment of the fund. Members of the council 
may ask for changes, may want some depart- 
ment increased, some diminished, but if the 
desired change is mace the matter must go to 
the aldermanic board. 

But the people are anxious to know how the 
committee distributed the money. 

They will just have to wait. 

When the board met Mayor Glenn and the 
members agreed to keep silent. Then they 
promised Clerk Goldsmith a gatling gun if 
he revealed what had transpired. 

It is known, however, that Captain English, 
chairinan of the police commission, secured an 
increase of 840,000 to the police department. 
Vast vear the appropriation was $52,000. This 
year they will have $2,000 to serve the city.

A GREAT COMPANY. 


A RUNNING SKETCH OF THE GATE 
CITY GUARD. 


A Roaster of the Officers and Men Who 
Went to War in ’61—Fair Faces Tamned 
at Pensacola. 


The thirty-fourth anniversary ofj.the Gate 
City Guard will be celebrated tonight at the 
company’s armory on Peachtree street. 

The story of this splendid organization is 
full of interest to thousands of people in_ and 
about Atlanta; and the reproduction of some 
of its salient features here will stir old memo- 
ries in the hearts of many a fair lady and gal- 
lant gentleman who will grace with their gra- 
cious presence the scene of light and beauty 
this evening. 

The Gate City Guard was organized as far 
back as the-year 1855, and had won fame as 
the crack company of Atlanta long be- 
fore the tocsin of war had sounded, The prime 
moyers in this organization were two of the 
leading young men of Atlanta, both of 
whom had beech trained as_ soldiers 
in the Georgia Military institute, at Marietta. 
Their names were Harvey Thompson, son of 
Dr. Joseph Thompson, one of Atlanta’s earliest 
and most prominent citizens, and William L. 
Ezzard, son of Judge William Ezzard, who, 
for half a century, was a leading lawyer and 
esteemed citizen of Atlanta. 

At that time there were about ten thousand 
people in Atlanta, and the company was 
formed of the first young men in the city. 

Mr. Harvey Thompson was elected captain, 
and among the charter members were such 
men as Dr. James F. Alexander, Robert F. 
Maddox, John H. Lovejoy, James Neal, Thos. 
M. Clarke, Wilkes Ballard, Willis P. Chisolm, 
J. H. Purtell, Robert Winship, George Win- 
ship and others. 

The uniform selected was the handsomest 
and most striking which has ever been seen in 
Atlanta, and was very expensive. 

It consisted of dark blue Prince Albert coats, 
red breast, with three rows .of brass buttons 
and cross bars of gold lace; light blue pants 
with red stripes, and dark beavers with nod- 
ding plumes of red and white. 

From the very first the Gate City Guard 
were the pets of the fair sex—the pride of the 
city. The men were fine physical specimens,,. 
their bearing most soldierly, and the most 
splendid and picturesque sight on the streets 
of Atlanta before the war, was the Gate City 
Guard on dress parade. 

The very best people in the city took the 
liveliest interest in everything connected with 
this superb company, and their magnificent 
entertainments were always graced by the 
courtliness, the culture, the beauty and the 
chivalry of Atlanta, 

Hardee’s tactics was the book in 
those days, and long and faith- 
ful practice made them masters of the man- 
ual, and, indeed, all company field move- 
ments. 

In material, in appearance, in skill, in dis- 
cipline, in devotion to duty, in popularity, the 
Gate City Guard were as near perfection as it 
is possible fora military organization to at- 
tain. 

And whenthe bugle sounded in 1861, al- 
though the company had been formed without 
thought of war, they were not only ready, but 
eager to-go forth to battle in answer to their 
country’s call. 

They were ready. indeed, before that call 
was made, for the Gate City Guard was the 
first company in Georgia to volunteer their 
services to Governor Brown, and were 
ordered to Macon early in the spring 
of ’61, and became a part of the First 
Georgia regiment, which was organized in that 
city under the leadership of Colonel Ramsey. 

‘ihe roster-of the Gate City Guard at that 
time was as follows: 

Oilicers—Captain, William L. Ezzard; first 
lieutenant, H. M. Wylie, afterwards adjutant 
of the Forty-second Georgia, killed at Frank- 
lin, Tennessee, 1864; second lieutenant, C. A.

The wives, the sweethearts, the families, the 
friends of the brave soldier boys were all there 
and many were the touching scenes which 
brought tears to beautiful eyes. 

Miss Hanleiter, the daughter of Mr. C. R. 
Hanleiter, the well remembered journalist, 
presented the Guard with a beautiful banner. 
The, handsome and brilliant Mrs. Westmore- 
lan spoke a parting address full 
of patriotic sentiment. The banner 
was graceiully received by Captain Ezzard, 
who, after his response, took Miss Hanleiter 
completely by surprise in presenting her an 
elegant gold watch starred with diamonds— 
the gift of the company. 

The First Georgia regiment were ordered to 
Pensacola, Fia., where they joined the com- 
mand of General Braxton Bragg. There they 
speut several weeks in hard work, fortifying 
the place, but were not called on todo any 
fighting. 

They longed for more active service, and 
were transferred to the ariny of western Vir- 
ginia and placed in the command of General 
Richard Garnett. 

When the Guard passed throngh Atlanta en 
route to the front many of them could hardly 
be recognized by their friends. Their faces 
had becn tanned almost to blackness by the 
constant exposure to the sun on the coast 
of Florida. The fair-faced men had lost their 
beauty of skin, and the dark-faced men had 
beconre several shades darker. So dark were 
some of the latter, that, in a spirit of fun, tra- 
dition says, the boys offered one for sale at 
Montgomery, and found some difliculty in con- 
vincing a would-be purchaser that it was all a 
joke, 

It was at Carrick’s Ford, Virginia, that the 
Gate City Guard got their first experience of 
real Jwar—an experience ‘so terrible that it 
came very near proving fatal to the entire 
company. 

There was a sharp engagement at that point 
between the federals under McClellan and the 
confederates under Garnett, Seven companies 
of the First Georgia, which were held in re- 
serve, were cut off by the swift advance of the 
Indiana line, and among them were the Gate 
City Guard. Their wagons and baggage were 
cantured, and they were driven into 
the wilderness of Laurel Hill amid 
labyrinthine fastnesses where human foot had 
never pressed the rocky wild.

This was on Friday. They had nothing bnt 
their accouterments and a little food in their 
haversacks, and knew absolutely nothing of 
the country. No guide, no chart, no compass, 
but on they struggled over. the mountainous

to shelter them from the cold _ rain® 
Next day the march became more difficult 
The laurel grew so thick that they were forced 
to hew a patch with their bowie knives. But 
with chilled limbs, swelling feet and hunger 
growing at their vitals,they pressed on. Weaker 
and weaker they grew, and chewed the inner 
bark of the birch and spruce pine to appease 
their hunger. Five dollars was offered fora 
piece of biscuit two inches square, found by 
one of the men in acornerof his knapsack, 
and refused. 

Captain Jones, of the Washington Rifles 
had a son aged eighteen years in his company. 
‘“Father,” said the boy, ‘‘please give me some 
thing to eat. I @m starving!’’ ‘Take this, 
my dear boy,”’ he replied, shaking a few biscuit 
crumbs out of his haversack. ‘Eat it slowly; 
and may God save your life!” 

Strong men wept and prayed, and some of 
the feeblest showed hearts of oak. Frequent 
halts were made, and men staggered as they 
walked. “Close up!” cried the officer, but 
they could only drag themselves along. 

Tuesday came—but with it came despair, 
Famine and fatigue was written on every face. 
A fierce light glistened in the eyes of the men. 
Cannibal thoughts began ‘to course through 
their brains. They were wild from hunger, 
and began to glare on each other like beasts. 
About noon, just as they were preparing to 
hold a council of war to decide who should be 
the first victim, a stranger appeared npon the 
scene. They were in a hostile country, and 
they feared him—but he said: ‘I ama Vir- 
ginian—a friend; have followed your track, 
and have come to save you.”’ 

“Go on,’’ said the leader, “‘take us ont of 
this wilderness and we will reward you—but 
betray us, and I will blow your brains out 
with my own hand at first sight of the enemy.”’ 

Down the mountain he led them into a shal 
low stream. Slowly they followed him, these 
starving men, pulling their iimbs painfully 
after them in the chilly water. A few miles 
waded—they passed into a field, then out into 
a road—and then rang out one long, wild yell 
for joy. . 

His name was Parsons. . 

Pretty soon they procured a wagon load of 
provisions from a neighboring farm — house. 
They. nibbled a little through the night,. but 
were unable to eat in earnest until next day. 
And so they filled their haversacks and made 
their way to Richmond. 

The exposure and exhaustion brought on 
typhoid fever, and a large number of the men 
died of the dread disease. 

Members of the Gate City Guard came home 
and were sick for weeks, and there are men in 
Atlanta today who were lost at Laarel Hill, 
and who have never entirely recovered from 
the effects of that horrible five days’s fast in 
the wilderness.

The Big-Toed People. 
From the Wide Awake. 

Thé strangest of all the Indo-Chinese races, 
the ancient Gioa-Chi or Big-loed race, is called in 
our geographies the Anamese. This extraordinary 
people are about the ugliest and worst built of all 
our semi-civilized Asiatic cousins, They are much 
shorter than the Malays, darker skinned, with 
lower forehra ls, less developed skull, a flatter nose, 
a larger mouth, thicker lips, blackened teeth, gums 
often destroyed by the use of the betel nut, proml- 
nent cheek and jaw bones, so that the face is 
lozenge shaped, short neck, shoulders sluping 
abruptly, aud a seesawlng sort of gait when walk- 
ing. But the most curious development of all is the 
big toe. Itislarge, broad and flat; moreover, the 
distance between that member of §the foot and the 
other toes is so great that the Chinese so long ago as 
2357, B. C., gave them the name ot Gioa-Chi, or Big- 
Toed race, 

This curious physical formation is such thatit 
quite marks them from all other Asiatic peoples 
who walk barefooted, and, strange tosay, though 
more than forty centuries have passed sinceth®™ 
peculiarity was first noticed by Chinese travelers, 
andin spite of frequent intermarriages «with otber 
races, the Anamese have transmitted, without the 
least perceptible modification, this formation of the 
feet to their descendants today, which fact, accord- 
ing tosome ethnologists, servesto prove thatthe 
Anamese are not descended from the mingling of 
indigenvous races, but rather that they have existed 
foran immense period of time as a distinct and 
peculiar race.

Yesterday the case of Glenn McCord, | 


charged with perjury in the Eddleman trial, 
was called by Solicitor Hill in superior court, 
Judge Richard H. Clark presiding. 

The indictment was quashed. 

There was a fatal fiaw in the indictment, 
and General Gartrell, counsel for the defense, 
was quick to see it and to give his client the 
benefit. 

Only eighteen grand jurors were set forth in 
the bill, and one appeared as James R. Mer- 
chant. 


There was no such name on the Iist of grand | 


jurors for the county. There was a John R. 
Merchant, but it did not appear from the min- 
utes that he had been empanelled as one of 


the grand jurors. It was an error of the secre: | 


tary of the grand jury, in transmiting the 
mames of the grand jurors; but there was no 
record to correct it by. The bill was good in 
every other respect. > 

The quashing of the indictment created 
something of a sensation in court, and for the 
time, Glenn McCord was cleared of the serious 
imputations which has kept him in prison for 
two months. 

AN EXTRA SESSION CALLED. 

To remedy the difficulties disclosed by Gen- 
eral Gartrell’s action there was but one plan, 
and that was tocal!l an extra session of the 
jury to find another bill in proper shape, and 
this was done at once. 

This morning the jury will meet for the pur- 
pose of going through the case again and of 
drawing up a second bill of indictment against 
the man who,it is charged, helped to clear 
George Eddleman of the charge of murder. 

Since the incarceration of McCord vigorous 
mn easures have been taken to get at the bot- 
tom of this remarkable case.

WHAT THE NEW YORK PAPERS SAY 


The Seuthern Delegation! All Speak Highly 
of Buck—He Visits John C, New 
in Indianapolis, Ind.

Wasnincron, January 18.—!Special ;-In 
Speaking of the visit of the Georgia republi- 
can delegation to Indianapolis yesterday, the 
World says: 

The Buck boom isa clean handed and substan- 
tlal boom. It is directly in line with the Birming- 
ham project for southern regeneration. 

~ Colonel Locke said to the Tribune's corres- 
pondent: 

We indorse tothe fullest extent the 
Birmingham movement, and seein it a chance to 
build up a successt{ul republican party in our state. 
We shall advise General Harrison to select as federal 
officers, as far as he can, republicans of good char- 
acter and standing in the cummunities in which 
they live. Where such -republicans are not availa 
ble, we recommend the choi tion demo- 
crats, The protection issue must be insisted upon 
everywhere. It isa wedge which will soon split the 
buurbon democracy in Georgia. 

To judge from thé many dispatches 
Sent out from Indianapolis last night 
the Georgia party have made a very favorabie 
fmpression upon General Harrison. ‘All speak 
in highest terms of Colonel Buck, and many 
of them intimate that his chances of securing 
the place in the cabinet to be given a south- 
erner are good. : 

Colonel Buck in Indianapolis. 

INDIANAPOLIS, January 18.—General Harri” 
g0n’s principal callers were the Georgia visi- 
tors—Colonel Albert FE. Back, of Atlanta; Dr. 
C. W. Arnold, of Albany; and R. D. Locke, 
of Macon. 

“It may not be discreet for us to talk much 
of politics,’ said Dr. Arnold this evening. “At 
present our position is somewhat delicate. 
Still, itcan do no harm to state what our 
ideas of the needs of the south are. Down 
there one predominating question is that of 

race. Uhitil thatis removed we cannot hope 
for the prosperity which we desire. The only 
possible manner of disposing ef it is by a divis- 
ion of the white vote. We think Genera! 
Harrison has it in his power to 
cause this diy ision, if he is given to fully under- 
stand the situation in which we of the south 
are placed, What we ask is a fair representa- 
tion in its principal appointments. We have 
many able men, who are popular and have the 

S¥idence of all parties, and whose appoint- 

at would greatly strengthen the republican 
farty in the south. These are not all republi- 
fon Democratic leaders who haye shown 


‘a of proce i 


themselves worthy of recognition are not want- 
ing, and they should not be slighted. It will 
make them and their followers our friends, 
nd at the same time show them that we are 
first for the good of the country, and not bound 
narrowly by party.’’ 

Colcnel Buck was sent for by the president- 
elect, and his long conference this afternoon is 
regarded as very important. He visited Gen- 
eral Harrison at once. His colleagues, Arnold 
and Locke, had their interview an hour Jater, 
and after they had been closeted with Culonel 
Buck on his return they all expressed great 
intimate that
